@o the man who enlists in the United 
@tates army und wears the uniform 
of Cnocle Sum with hover to timseif 
aod his country. Ibe puy is goud, the 
food is goud, und the counces tor ud- 
Vancement ure wulerous, It is up to 
the individual wau bimself to make 
goud and tu take wudvuntuge of the 
situation. 

Writing in the Columbian Magazine 
on army affairs, Edward Marshall in 
Giscussing the stutus of the enlisted 
Man says: 

Summarized, this is what a man 
who thinks of marching for bis Uncie 
Bawuel as an eniisted wan hus ty con- 
elder: 

Ov first enlistment the soldier for 
Old Glory nowadays gets $15 a month, 
far better pay, for instance, than the | 
average clerk's, for bourd, lodging and | 
clothing are furnished by the govern- 
ment. If he quilities as marksman 
be adds $2 to his pay; if ax a sbarp- 
ebooter he gets $5 in addition; if as 
a@p expert rifileinny a full third more. 
Thus be may at once get $ZU monthly 
cash and found if be is abie and keeps 
busy. 

if he enlists ns a musician he gets 
$2) monthly to start off with, the 
bighest “rookie’s” pay. in the signal 
corps, the bospital corps and the en- 
gineers’ corps tirst class privates get 
618 montbly, and second class privates 
get $15. 

Upon enlistment every man ts allow- 
ed $83.70 for his uniforms, etc., aud 
afterward $13.54 twice annually. At 
Jeast one-half the men save money on 
their clothing allowance, which is more 
than ample.
